York that three Northern lines, the
Penvaylvania, Erie and New York Cen-
tral, have entered into  an allianee,
ullensive and defensive, to carry the war
into Alriea against the Daltimore & Ohio
tnless that road promptly comes to
terms,  The Baltumore & Ohio is aceused
of violating the concordat entered into
with sp much formality last fall, and of
carrying grain at drightfully low rates
from Chieago to the seaboanl, The fact
that the grain reeeipta of Baltimore bave
leen larger for weeks past than, either
New York or Philadelphin las appa-
rently atireed up the rival lines. We
natice hy the exhibit for-the three weeks
e March 17th, that the receipta ol
coriat Baltimore were 2,212,600 buahels,
while 8t New York they were only
1,100,185, and at Philadelphia only 831,
200 bushelv, This would seem 1o’ indi-
eate that Bultiniore is becoming the great
grain exparting port of the country.
